He declared' 
the trio released Baxter and him- 
self, forced Grove and MeCliire In- 
to the front seat of the deputies' 
machine and told them to follow 
the other machine driven by om- 
of the three. Two of the strangers 
rode in the back'scat of the offi- 
cer's car with Baxter and Burns. 


One of the deputies attempted to 


obtain a pistol lying on the floor 
of the car, Burns continued.

free harbor district last night, over- 
coming a large number of persons. 
By noon today eleven persons, 


most of them firemen and police- 
men were dead and ninety victims 
were, in hospitals under treatment. 
The entire city was menaced but 


it was hoped that rain which set 
in would absorb the gas tunius. <-. 
needed number of gas Masks for 
the use of those actively fighting 
the menace reached Hamburg from 
Berlini after an emergency call had 
been sent for them. 
A northeast 


wind also was carrying the fumes 
from tho city In the direction of 
the nearby town of Wllhelmsburg. 


The gas escaped from a tank in 


the chemical factory of Dr. Hugo 
Stolssenburg. Phosgene is no long- 
er manufactured there but quanti- 
ties of it were stated to have been 
accumulated and stored for expor- 
tation to the United States. 


The first effects of the gas were 


felt.near the harbor, driving resi-
